It has been quite some time 
since the United States Mint 
began its 50 State Quarters 
Program, and the time has final- 
ly come for Alabama’s quarter 
to hit circulation. 

The Alabama quarter will be 
the second one released in 2003 
and the 22nd in the entire pro- 
gram. 

Being 22nd in line is certainly 
not by chance as the program 
follows the order in which each 
state was admitted into the 
Union. The State of Alabama 
was admitted Dec. 14, 1819, 

The Alabama quarter features 
an image of Helen Keller with 
her name in English and in a 
reduced-size version of braille, 
This quarter will be the first cir 
culating U.S. coin to feature 
braille, 

The quarter also includes an 
Alabama long leaf pine branch 
as magnolias, grace the sides of 
the design. A “Spirit of 
Courage” banner underlines the 
central image.

Protective Order from another . 


State to be honored in Alabama 
Likewise, Protective . Orders 
issued in. Alabama will be hon- 
ored in other states. 

“Domestic Violence will not 

be tolerated,” said 
Representative Spicer. “People 
under such orders should be 
held accountable no matter 
where they live.” 
» Finally, House Bill 112, spon- 
sored by Representative Guin, 
would allow the posting of the 
Ten Commandments in ‘public 
school ‘classrooms across the 
state, If passed by the Senate, 
this would have to be approved 
by voters in a statewide referen- 
dum.

During the regular bimonthly 
meeting, the Coffee County 
Commission offered its support 
Monday morning, March 24. to 
the City of Enterprise in its 
efforts to prepare a site for the 
new Hyundai supplier that will 
so locate within the Yancey 
Parker Industnal Development 
Park. 

Enterprise Mayor Tim Alford 
addressed the commission 
Monday morning, and he said 
the city needs the help of the 
commission in preparing a site 
for HSR&A which recently 
announced it will be locating in 
Enterprise. Alford said the com- 
pany is now being referred {o as 
HSAA (HS Automotive 
Alabama). 

“We are on a fast track in order 
to be ready,” Alford said. “We 
request the county assist us with 
manpower and equipment to pre- 
pare the site.” 

He said if work such as remov- 
ing the top soil and preparing the 
area for construction is done by 
local manpower, then approxi- 
mately’ $200-250,000 can be 


saved for the taxpayers. % 
Alford said he believes this is - 


important for the county and the 
support of the commission 
would help show that Coffee 
County is ready for business and 
can make these kind of things 
happen. 

“We are all proud of our indus- 
tries in Coffee County,” commis- 
sion chairman Robert Stephens 
said, ‘We have the lowest unem- 
ployment rate in Southeast 
Alabama and would like to keep 
it that way.” 

Commissioner Jim Thompson 
made a motion to assist the City 
of Enterprise with the site prepa- 
ration. for HSAA. His motion 


recetved a second from commis- 
sioner Bernest. Brooks and 
passed by a unanimous vote 
(commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
was nol present for the meeting 
due to a death in the family)" 
~ County administrator Wilson 
Mobley informed commissioners 
of a need to upgrade the county's 
software system. 

He said the county purchased 
its Current software system from 
DBS (Data Base System) about
